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GAMES AND AMUSEMENTS BOARD 


The Games and Amusements Board is the government agency 
mandated to supervise and regulate the operations of professional sports and 
amusement games in the country. It was created as part of the government 
reorganization in 1951 pursuant to Executive Order 392 entitled “Further 
Reorganizing the Different Executive Departments, Bureaus, Offices, and 
Agencies of the Government of the Republic of the Philippines, Making 
Certain Readjustments of Personnel and Reallotments of Funds in 
Connection Therewith, and For Other Purposes.” 


As such, its organizational objectives are geared towards elevating 
professional sports to a level at par with the world’s best, inculcating the 
value of honesty and discipline among its practitioners, and protecting the 
betting public, licensees and patrons who want to see exciting and 
entertaining games and championship series played in the true spirit of 
sportsmanship and fair play. 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
FISCAL YEAR 2019 


I. Supervision and Regulation of Professional Sports 


The Games and Amusements Board exercises supervision and 
regulation over the operation and conduct of professional sports and their 
activities in order to promote and maintain orderly, honest and fair conduct 
of games; provide protection to the betting public and patrons, practicing 
licensees in the professional sport concerned; and make professional sports 
activities a stable base for revenue generation. 


In the fiscal year 2019, the GAB had issued a total of 1,536 permits 
authorizing the conduct of professional sports and operation of off-track 
betting stations, with an increase of 2% from last year. The detailed number 
of permits issued is as follows: 
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From the number of permits issued in 2019, the GAB had approved 
and issued a total of 5,308 license applications from athletes and other 
professional sports practitioners. 





Note: In 2018, the GAB had adopted a new policy in the licensing of 
professional athletes and other professional sports practitioners, wherein 
non-athletes’ license validity was increased from one year to two (2) years, 
while, the validity of license of players or athletes remained one (1) year due 
to medical reasons. 


The comparative details of number of licenses indicated in the Table 
above shows a significant decline from 2018 to 2019, the decline of which 
was due to the lesser number of applicants, resulting from the 
implementation of a two-year validity of license for non-athletes in 2018, 
wherein non-athletes’ licenses remained valid up to 2019. 


As can be gleaned from the table above, the cockfighting posted the 
biggest drop in number, for the reason that Cockfighting (international derby) 
personnel or licensees are all non-athletes. 
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II. Revenue Collection for the Government 


The Games and Amusements Board’s income collection in the fiscal 
year 2019 reached P22,904,791.07. The collection in 2019 is lower by 34% 
compared to 2018. The significant decrease can be attributed to lesser 
revenue collection from cockfighting activities, particularly in license 
issuance, due to the new licensing policy mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph. The comparative records of revenues are as follows:

The continued commitment of the Games and Amusements Board to 
help improve the welfare and safety of Filipino professional boxers, had led 
to its partnership with the Department of Health (DOH) in 2017, which 
paved the way for the formation of a Memorandum of Agreement (MOA) 
between GAB and DOH that will provide free diagnostic, medical and 
neurologic services to all Filipino professional boxers in all public hospitals 
in the country. The MOA expanded its coverage and included Filipino 
mixed-martial arts (MMA) fighters in 2018. 


Based on the agreement, the DOH will provide Filipino boxers and MMA 

fighters the following medical examinations/tests free of charge, upon

V. Hosting of 1st Philippine Professional Sports Summit 


The Games and Amusements Board continued to pursue wide-ranging 
programs aimed at raising the level of professional sports in the country 
while taking care of the welfare of Filipino athletes. 


On September 24-25, 2019, the GAB organized the 1% Philippine 
Professional Sports Summit at the Philippine International Convention 
Center in Pasay City. The summit is organized to give special attention to 
building strong partnerships and bringing GAB closer to its stakeholders. 


The summit was participated by representatives from different 
professional sports under GAB, including basketball, boxing, mixed- 
martial arts, muaythai, billiards, cycling, football, golf, motocross, 
triathlon and e-sports. The summit featured lectures on different topics 
involving professional sports and round-table discussions to address the 
needs of various sports. 


VI. Grant of Monthly Allowance to Former Filipino Boxing World 


Champions 


The Memorandum of Agreement between the Games and Amusements 
Board and Singwangcha Foundation entered in 2018 continues to benefit 
retired Filipino world boxing champions. 


In 2019, the Singwangcha Foundation granted a total of P639,000.00 
monthly allowance to former world champions. This is to recognize their 
hardwork and sacrifices in giving honor to the Philippines.

IX. Live Streaming and Video Recording of Boxing Event 


The Games and Amusements Board continues to broadcast boxing 
events on the internet as it happens (live streaming through Facebook live 
is done) as well as video recording. This is to promote accessibility and 
transparency as well as to ensure that review and decision over 
complaints filed before the GAB regarding a particular fight incident are 
properly rendered. 


Further, the video recording serves as the monitoring tool of GAB in the 
evaluation of the performance of GAB-licensed ring officials assigned in 
the event. 


X. Financial Assistance to Injured Boxers 


In 2019, the GAB had released financial assistance, through its Boxer’s 
Relief Fund, amounting to P120,000.00 to active and former Filipino 
professional boxers. The GAB Boxer’s Relief Fund was established by the 
GAB to extend financial assistance to professional boxers in case of injury 
or even death.

XI. GAB Anti-Illegal Gambling (AIGU) 


The GAB Anti-Illegal Gambling Unit (GAB-AIGU) conducts surveillance 
activities and search and seizure operations for purposes of preventing the 
existence and proliferation of illegal bookie joints and other organized 
forms of illegal gambling in professional sports and games, and 
apprehending, and instituting criminal action against perpetrators thereof. 


On November 20, 2019, the GAB AIGU, in cooperation with Manila 
Police District-Regional Intelligence Division (MPD-RID) and District 
Intelligence Division and District Police Intelligence Unit (DID-DPIOU), 
took down an enormous illegal gambling den in Sampaloc, Manila. The 
three separate raids conducted on Sancho Pancho St., G. Tuazon St., and 
Lavanderos St. had resulted in the arrest of thirteen (13) suspected illegal 
bettors, managers, and bet collectors. 


The arrested individuals have been dealt with in accordance with law 
and existing rules, and they were all charged with violations of Presidential 
Decree No. 1602 otherwise known as Prescribing Stiffer Penalties on Illegal 
Gambling, as amended. 


Prior to above, the GAB-AIGU, with the assistance of law enforcement 
units, also apprehended three (3) individuals involved in the operation of 
illegal bookie joints in Manila last October 2019. 


XII. Cases handled 


The GAB may initiate, undertake, hear and decide any investigation for 
any violation of its rules and regulations concerning professional sports 
and games and, in connection therewith, may issue subpoena and 
subpoena duces tecum. 


The Legal Division is in-charge of pursuing cases or complaints against 
any player or athlete or official in professional sports and games who may 
be found guilty of violating of the Board’s applicable laws, rules and 
regulations. The division also puts resolution to cases of erring employees 
within the organization.
